DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Tho C harleston Sufferer.—P resent Condi­ 
tion of Attain*. 
Charleston,Septem berfith.—A Í) o'clock 
this m orning ibe Ifcadquartera of the Ke- 
lief Committee, at the city building here, 
were crowded by unfortunate earthquake 
sufferers. One m em ber of the committee is 
kept busy writing passes on the railway, to 
transport the sufferers to other points."The 
committee prefers to give this character of 
assistance above ali others, 
it gets the u n ­ 
fortunates away. 
Orders for rations are 
being issued. 
Money is given to no one. 
During the rush oi' applicants for aid a 
large section of the M ceung-strect front of 
the Court-lionse, opposite the City Hall, 
fell out. The report of the fa!! was equal 
to an earthquake shock. Im m ediately the 
assembled thousands in and out of the 
buildings began to sway and move like the 
billows of the sea. 
Cóoler heads present 
m ounted chairs and adm onished the peo­ 
ple to move quietly away, and not become 
excited. 
The scene wus appalling for a 
short time, but quiet was finally restored. 
The m en at work tearing down the frail 
portions of the Court-house were ordered 
to stop work. 
Acting M ayor lin g er says 
the Kelief Committee is now assisting 
about one-third of Charleston’s entire pop­ 
ulation. M ayor Courtney is expected to 
arrive to-morrow, 
fie wili hold a special 
m eeting of the City Council, when decisive 
steps will be taken to afford protection from 
falling buildings, and clear tho streets of 
some of the debris which now impedes 
progress.

cannot pretend that the course of events is 
precisely such as they would prescribe were 
they m asters of the situation. 
N ew Y o rk , September 6th.—The Mail 
and Express? London special tys: T he Bul­ 
garian complication is the m ost im portant 
m atter now before Europe, and is exciting 
increasing interest with every day of un­ 
certainty. Prince Alexander's abdication 
oi the throne is having a very depressing 
effect on the European stock exchange to­ 
day, and the gravest results are universally 
feared. A serious continental w ar would 
not surprise any one. T here is m uch in 
the behavior of Russia to indicate that this 
is her practical object, in addition to the 
hatred in which A lexander is held by the 
Im perial family. 
The Czar's enm ity to­ 
ward the Prince is due in a great measure 
to the influence of the Czarina, whose an­ 
tipathy for him equals the great liking en­ 
tertained by the present Czar’s m other for 
this unfavorable nephew. 
The form er 
Czarina left Prince A lexander a legacy of 
two millions, to be surrendered to him at 
h er death, 
it is stated that A lexander re­ 
ceived only the interest on his legacy from 
tim e to time, and that the principal,"which 
rightly belongs to him , has never vet been 
paid over. Am ong the rum ors which have 
been set afloat to account lor the Prince’s 
unexpected decision to abdicate, it is Mated 
that in a long interview with the Russian 
Consul at Lemberg, the Consul persuaded 
Prince Alexander that by subm itting ab­ 
solutely to the plans of Russia he could be 
restored completely to the Czar's favor. 
Overcome, as he was, by nervous prostra­ 
tion and eager to find the nearest way out 
of his difficulty and out of the perplexity 
into which the affairs of Bulgaria hail 
fallen. A lexander trusted this assurance im ­ 
plicitly and assented to place him self thus 
in the Czar’s hands. 
B erlin, September G’b.—Prince Alex­ 
ander will to-morrow proclaim his abdica­ 
tion. 
The Russian Consulates in Bulgaria 
are distributing for signature petitions to 
the Czar, favoring the election of the Prince 
of Oldenburg as successor to Prince A lex­ 
ander. 
P esth , SeptemberGth.—The Peether Fit,yd 
(official), speaking on the question of who 
shall rule Bulgaria, says that Austria, if 
obliged to fight Russia, will have to light 
alone. Germany, it says, would rather re­ 
nounce the A ustrian alliance than g o to 
war with Russia. 
Sofia, September 6th.—M. M. Str.mbn- 
lotf and Radoslavoff appeared at the Rus­ 
sian Consulate of this city to-day, and in 
the nam e of the Government demanded, 
first, the nam e of the candidate for the 
Bulgarian throne whom Russia favors; 
second, a formal promise that Russia will 
not occupy Bulgaria; third, that the present 
Constitution be m aintained, the freedom of 
Bulgaria respected, and the country allowed 
to manage its own affairs; and, fourth, that 
if Russia sends a General to Bulgaria, he 
m ust act m erely as M inister of W ar, and 
organize the arm y under B ulgarian, and 
not uuder Russian, officers.

Germany would not neces­ 
sarily have any, and present indications 
are that she will not light the torch of war 
except for some very weighty reason. I ler 
interests are best conserved, in a purely 
selfi.-di view, by maintenance of the al­ 
liance with Russia. 


Charleston must have aid, broad-handed 
and big-hearted aid. The people will need 
ten millions of dollars, say the dispatches. 
AVith 5,099 freeholders that 
would be 
$2,000 each. 
Jt is improbable that there 
are 5,000 freeholders in Charleston who 
need any such a stitu to set them on their 
feet again, for their houses arc not total 
wrecks, and some part of each is to be 
saved ami liuilt into new structures, and 
many others can he permanently repaired. 
But as Charleston has nearly (10,000 inhab­ 
itant-, let us suppose that 2,000 freeholders 
need aid to put habitable houses on the 
lands again, and that $1,000 to each of 
these would sufficiently set them up to 
give them the needed headway. 
This 
gives the sum of $2,000,000 that would he 
needed, and if we add $100,000 for relief of 
those needing food and care in their pov­ 
erty, and not a great sum is to he raised. 
New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, San 
francisco, Baltimore, Chicago, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis are rich cities, and with the 
aid of a score of lesser ones and the 
country generally, can, if they choose, raise 
the money. 
It is certainly no extravagant 
estimate to say the §2,000,000 are needed- 
The dispatches say that $4,000,000 are re­ 
quired. To fix the sum at half that figure> 
then, is the minimum in all reason that 
will lie needed. 
Charleston was built 
many years ago. 
It is a very old city, in­ 
deed, and into her brick structures there 
did not enter that material which gives 
walls of masonry to-day ability to resist 
most shocks of earthquakes. 
It is prob­ 
able that such a shaking as has demoralized 
Charleston would have been withstood In­ 
most houses in San Francisco, where ce­ 
ment, much anchoring and binding pre­ 
vails in building. 
When the residences 
of Charleston are rebuilt they will prdji- 
ably be mainly of wood, and at 
least 
cement will enter in a larger degree into 
foundations, and to an extent into wall 
construction nud wall anchors be far more,, 
frequently inserted, as is done in San 
Francisco, so that should Charleston be 
again visited hv similar ill to that of last 
week she will suffer comparatively little. 
\\ e are told that the damage to houses in 
( liar les ton is very much greater than any 
have yet estimated. 
There is scarcely, it 
is said, a brick house that has not been 
dangerously wrenched and racked. 
If this 
is true, it isa very serious matter. 
To re­ 
build a city of the groat age of Charleston 
is a vast undertaking. 
Even if all the 
householders had the means at hand to 
build, it would take some years to com­ 
plete the work. 
The mass of them have 
not the means, and as capital is a coward, 
it is improbable that they can borrow upon 
the basis of realty extremely liable to be 
broken up by earthquake fissures and to be 
covered with exuding sand and mud. 
But the people must have aid. 
The 
60,000,900 of the United States must help 
the (ill,000 of the stricken city of the 
South. 
Without aid it will be a decade of 
trial and hard credit; with it will be but a 
year or two of rigid economy. 
There are 
plenty of people 
in 
Sacramento ready 
to give to the Charleston fund. 
Some of 
these had called to say that they wish to 
put it into a common fund in the name of 
this citv, which has itself known the need 
of charity and of sympathy in the hour of 
sore visitation. Shall not the fund, however 
small, or large, lie at once raised?

A DECENT CAMPAIGN. 


If there is moral turpitude, criminal 
guilt or political error in the life or doc­ 
trines of any candidate for popular sup- 
pu-t, he must expect to meet bold, straight­ 
forward and unsparing criticism. 
But 
when this is said, fitness, policy and politi­ 
cal conviction can and ought to he dis­ 
cussed without vituperation and personal 
abuse,invective, scandal and .slander. There 
is no strength in these : the people are not 
{(leased with vituperative campaigns, and 
politicians ought by this time to have 
found it out. 
AV’e are about to enter upon 
a campaign in which partiesand their can­ 
didates are to he debated and the policies 
they propose. 
Locally, the issues between 
parties are not very broad; but nationally 
there are involved the reasons that make 
and keep men 
either Republicans or 
Democrats, and these ought to suffice with­ 
out any fortification by the mud and slime 
of personal detraction, scurrility and abuse* 
We can have a decent campaign or one of 
filth, and there depends upon the decision 
whether decent ears are to be offended and 
the tastes and morals of our families are to 
he corrupted. 
There are reasons sufficient 
in the mere matter of Stale policy and 
domestic concern 
why tire Republican 
ticket should be preferred to the Demo­ 
cratic. 
And these ought to be, and are 
sufficient, without appealing for the ammu­ 
nition of liltli to the magazines of slander. 
Out in Tennessee 
there are two men 
running for Governor. 
They are brothers 
and attached to each other as brothers 
ought to be. 
But one is Democratic in 
faith, while the younger and more thought­ 
ful is a Republican. 
These leaders will not 
permit personal assaults to enter into the 
campaign. 
We imagine that in Tennessee 
in this goodly year a decent canvass is be­ 
ing 'made, and policies are being fought 
out on principle and political faith being 
tested in the crucible of reason. 
And so 
it should be evervwhere. 


STRANGE LOGIC. 


The strangest doctrine ever seen in print 
relative to the Anarchists emanates from 
a class of otherwise good and sensible peo­ 
ple, who, while disclaiming sympathy with 
socialism and anarchism, hold that the 
Chicago bomb-throwers should 
not 
be 
hanged. 
And this, because they are not 
ordinary murderers. 
That i- to say, they 
were acting with a mob and lighting for 
what they believed to be the right. 
We 
remember that precisely such a plea was 
advanced for a ruffianly murderer in this 
city. 
It was held that he was defending 
what he deemed to be his right, to escape 
from pursuing officers, and though he 
killed the man who impeded libs flight, he 
did not do so premeditatedly with that 
particular person in mind. 
A ll such pleas 
are silly. 
They have no rooting in the 
soil of the law, which is the essence of 
human knowledge and experience. 
That 
kind of logic would cloak the vilest of 
crimes and interpose political and religious 
liberty as a shield to every great atrocity 
that lias assumed a garb. 
The very fact 
that the Chicago Anarchists are held 
amenable to the ordinary laws of the land, 
and that by ordinary criminal process 
they can be tried and punished, is one of the 
most gratifying assurances of the strength 
of the .American system.

TH E 
WORKERS’ 
HOLIDAY. 


With the eventful happenings of the 
jiast fortnight in Europe fresh in memory 
and the possibility of still more stirring 
events in that quarter commanding a large 
-•hare of public attention for some time to 
come, there will l>e quickened inquiry con­ 
cerning the Balkan States. 
This territory 
lies—s]>eaking in a general way—between 
the 16th meridian of longitude east from 
<¡reenwich and the 30th, and the 43th and 
-12,1 parallels of north latitude.The Balkan 
States an- Herzegovina, Montenegro, Ser­ 
via, Koumania, Bulgaria, 
B-isnia and 
East Rnumclia. 
Austria, 
Russia and 
Turkey hem them in, while two great seas 
wa<h t he borders east and west. 
The en­ 
tire population is less than 12,000,000, 
and the area of territory 13,287 square 
miles. 
Bulgaria, the center of the present 
dispute, is about the size of New Jersey. 
The range of mountains known as the 
Balkans stretches from the Black Sea 
westwardlv, and has liecn deemed a barrier 
to the dis|K»stfon of Russia to push south­ 
ward. 
This range separates Bulgaria from 
Eastern Roumelia, but the natural wall 
has not always cheeked Russian advance, 
nor is it likely that Russia will ever con­ 
sent to this topographical feature cutting 


a n y figure in her mapping of the penin­ 
sula. 
Montenegro, Servia and Roumania 
have ruling Princes limitad in power by 
organic acts. 
Bulgaria has no Constitution in fact; 
the foundation upon which Alexander has 
based his authority has in reality been 
only a compact between Bulgaria and Rus­ 
sia, with the Turk as a nominal party to 
its terms and permitted to exercise nomi­ 
nal suzerainty. 
Neither Turkey nor Rus­ 
sia desire a union formed l>etween Bul­ 
garia and any of the other States, and 
both countries discourage any action that 
looks to this end, while it is tiie fond hope 
o f Bulgarians that it hi.it be brought 
about. 
Indeed, the dream of the Slavic 
patriot is that a great Slav nnion may be 
effected, binding their States into an indis- ! 
soluble compact. 
It was not until the

F a r a d e s o f K n ig h ts o f L a b o r in S e v e ra l 
o f th e E a s te rn S ta te s. 
[By telegraph.J 
C h i c a g o , September 0th.—Ths annual 
street parade iu this city to-day was the 
most noteworthy ever made by labor or­ 
ganizations of Chicago. 
The day was 
warm but perfect in all other respects for 
a s tm t parade. The column began moving 
at 10:30 o'clock, and m arching steadily was 
nearly three hours in its passage. The col­ 
um n was divided into nine divisons and 
close computation put the num ber of 
12 ¡'.iie at !;ct\veen ;'(0,o00 and .'15,­ 
000. A feature in the parade was contained 
in the remarkable uniform ity shown by 
each divison of marchers, the latter being 
equipped with canes, and generally wearing 
slouch bats of gray or dark color. All the 
ladies marched by colums of fours, well 
closed up, and generally moving with great 
precision and regularity. One column of 
500 employes of bank-safe m anufacturers 
wore white tiles. A colum n of journey­ 
men tailors, num bering 1,000. wore white 
Derbvs, and presented probably the finest 
appearahce of any distinct body of m arch­ 
ers. 
An American (lag was carried by each 
division. One of the trucks iu the line car­ 
ried the figure of a twenty-foot giant stam p­ 
ing out cheap labor, idealized by the figure 
of a Chinam an. 
In the procession was an 
almost endless display of m anufactured 
goods. One of the Knights of Labor As­ 
semblies carried a banner inscribed, “Avoid 
all Politicians.” 
Baltimore, September 6th.—The demon­ 
stration of K nights of Labor to-day was 
the largest of the industrial classes ever 
witnessed in Baltimore. 
In many parts of 
the city buildings were decorated." Gather­ 
ings took place in East Baltimore. The 
line was composed of eight divisions. 


B o s t o x . September 6th. — Labor Day, 
which is to be a permanent institution in 
Boston, was inaugurated by the working­ 
men of this city and suburbs in an impos­ 
ing manner. The feature of the morning 
was a processioD, in five divisions, in which 
it is estimated 15.000 persons participated. 
The procession, in which were represented 
all the laboring interests of the cily, was 
reviewed by the Mayor on ¡School street 
and was witnessed bv then sands of people 
who crowded the sidewalks. 


N e w Y o r k , September Gth.-j-Tbis being 
the legal holiday set apart by the Legisla­ 
ture for the laboring classes, it was cele­ 
brated by a monster parade by the differ­ 
ent labor organizations, followed by a pic­ 
nic. 
Every trade was represented in the 
procession, which was constituted, it was 
said, of between 15,000 and 20,000 work­ 
ingmen. 
The procession started 
from 
Thirteenth street and Fourth avenue, and 
moved to LTiion Square, where it was re­ 
viewed by Mayor Grace. The members 
then proceeded to Harlem River Park, 
where a picnic took place and various 
games were engaged in. 
N ewark (X. J.). September 6th.—Most 
of the factories and stores in this city closed 
in honor of “ Workingmen's I)av. Twen­ 
ty-five hundred working men took part in 
tiie procession.

Yesterday was a busy day at both I'ark 
and Pavilion. All day long livestock were 
received at the former place, witii abso­ 
lutely no accommodations there for them . 
The Superintendent of that departm ent has, 
however, managed to house most of them 
by renting private stables and sheds iu the 
neighborhood of the Park, so that after all 
the demand for stali-room will be m et in 
some m anner. 
AU who visit tiie Park 
during the fair will have an opportunity to 
witness the largest collection o f fine stock 
ever seen on the Pacific coast, and one that 
few States in the Union can equal. W hat 
w ith the constant incom ing ot herds cf cat­ 
tle, the exercising of racing stock, the 
erection of 
pooi-stations, the cleansing 
of the grand stands, etc., the Park pre­ 
sents a busy scene. 
A perfect arm y of 
trainers, grooms, jockeys and stable-boys 
may be seen lounging about the stables 
and talking “ boss" from m orning till 
night. T he opinion is generally expressed 
that the Park attractions will this year ex­ 
ceed those of any former occasion, as there 
are more speed contests provided for ami 
more horses entered than ever before. 


SPECIAL FEATURES. 
Besides the regular racing events, a num ­ 
ber of special features have been provided 
that cannot fail to nttrac. and please people 
of varied tastes. The first grand stock pa­ 
rade will take place on Saturday next at 9 
o’clock a . M. Those of the following week 
will be on Tuesday, Thursday and Satur­ 
day. 
On W ednesday next there will be a 
grand bicycle tournam ent, andon the same 
day and the one succeeding there will be a 
trap-shooting tournam ent, for 
both 
oí 
which liberal cash prizes have been offered. 
The ladies'riding tournam ent will be in ­ 
augurated on Friday next, and concluded 
on Friday of next week. The races begin 
the day after to-morrow (Thursday), and 
will continue daily until the close of the 
fair, Sunday, of course, excepted. 
To-morrow there will be a public sale of 
thoroughbred" Jersey cattle, the property of 
Major Robert Beck. 
AT THE rAVILtON. 
All was bustle and confusion at the Pa­ 
vilion yesterday. 
Trucks 
and wagons 
heavily laden with goods for exhibition 
were constantly arriving, and the superin­ 
tendents of the several departm ents and 
their assistants were busily engaged in at­ 
tending to the wants of exhibitors. The 
appearance of the Pavilion lias greatly im ­ 
proved since Saturday, and by to-night 
nearly everything will be in place, except 
the fruit exhibits, the preparation of which 
m ust necessarily be delayed as long as pos­ 
sible. 
Sacramento county will m ake a 
creditable display of her agriculture and 
horticultural resources, as also will several 
other counties. M any of the features of 
this year’s exhibition will surpass in nov­ 
elty and value anything tiiat has been seen 
at previous fairs, thanks to the enterprise 
and liberality of some of our home firms. 
TItOSE SEASON TICKETS. 
Secretary Sm ith expresses surprise that 
any person should entertain a doubt as to 
the value of season tickets, after the full 
explanation of their features given in 
yesterday’s R ecobd-U oton. 
But, in order 
to remove any uncertainty th at m ay exist 
in the m inds "of the public, the following 
further explanation is m ad e: A double 
season ticket can be used by either husband 
or wife, separately; but in order for both to 
share its benefits at the same tim e they 
m ust present ft together. The fact that the 
owner of a donble season ticket m ay not 
be able to accompany his wife (and one 
child between 10 and 15 years) does not 
prevent them front using tire ticket in his 
absence. It should also he understood that 
all children under 10 years of age (when 
accompanied by one or bolli parents) arc 
entitled to admission free. 
A husband and wife (having children 
upward of 10 years of age) who cannot 
conveniently attend ihe fair together on all 
occasions, can, by the paym ent of $1 addi­ 
tional—or $6—procure two single season 
tickets—one apiece—and thus go when and 
where they please. One of these §3 tickets 
entitles the holder to forty-eight separate 
admissions during tiie fair, at an average 
expense of less than seven cents each. On 
the same basis, a double season ticket rep- 
seuts a joint expense to husband and wife 
of a fraction over ten cents an admission, 
should they choose to avail themselves of 
the full benefit of their ticket. This would 
seem to be sufficiently liberal to suit the 
most exacting. 


O ENERA L NOTES. 
The Pavilion will open each day a( 9 a. 
m. and 7 p. M. 
Exhibitors and their employes will be 
admitted an hour before the opening each 
evening. 
Employes and pe rsons in charge 
of exhibits will be adm itted at the north 
door of the Pavilion. 
The opening address will be delivered on 
Thursday evening by H on. Thomas Laine, 
of Santa Clara, and on Thursday »f next 
week General X. P. Chipinan, of Tehama, 
will deliver the annual address. 
The decorations in the Pavilion are bet­ 
ter this year than foimerly, which adds 
greatly to the appearance of the m am m oth 
structure. 
Proprietors of business houses, restau­ 
rants, etc., down town, say their custom 
during the last day or two greatly exceeds 
that of the corresponding days "last year 
ju st preceding the opening of the lair. 
This fact seems to justify the belief that 
visitors are coming in greater numbers than 
last year. 
There arrived yestordav a herd of four­ 
teen fine Hereford cattle, just imported 
from England tor this m arket. They are 
in charge of Colonel Saxe, the well-known 
breeder of and dealer in fancy breeds of 
live stock, and—together witli the fortv 
head of Galloways recently imported from 
Scotland by Leonard Bros., of Missouri— 
will form an attractive feature of the 
grand stock parades. 


LAST NMHt’s OPENING. 
The Pavilion wa3 throw n open to the 
public last night, and quite a num ber of 
persons availed themselves of the opportu­ 
nity to visit that departm ent before the 
grand rush begins. 
A n excellent pro­ 
gramm e of m usic was rendered by the 
F irst Artillery Band. 
The building lights 
up beautifully under the eighty electric 
lights and innum erable gas jets, and pre­ 
sented a very handsom e appearance, a 
m uch better, in fact, than was anticipated, 
owing to the dilatoriness of .a num ber of 
exhibitors. All the space has been engaged, 
however, and will be occupied to-day. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the art 
gallery comprises the finest selection of 
paintings yet btought to the State Fair, and 
they have been excellently arranged under 
the superintcndence of Norton Bush. The 
pictures are all by genuine exhibitors, but 
two of the entire collection having been 
loaned for the occasion, and these are the 
ones painted here in Sacramento just thirty 
years ago by the eider Nabl. 
They are 
representative of the dangers and difficul­ 
ties encountered in crossing the Plains in 
early days, and of life in the mines. They 
are correct historical pictures of the times 
in which they were produced, and as such 
should be preserved as connecting links 
between the past and the present.

and at the hour of 2 r. m. the “Pets” ap­ 
peared upon the Sacramento diam ond. 
They were greeted with loud applause, and 
m any a brilliant play was m ade before the 
opening of the game. Manager Robinson 
was in all his glory, for be had con­

The 
zephyrs 
sighed as the famous home nine were 
called first to the bat, and were retired in 
short order. 
W hen the Altas came in for 
their first inning, three runs were made on 
errors, and the zephyrs sighed a little 
louder. 
About this tim e a crow flew over­ 
head and uttered a loud, shrill shriek, 
which did not excite the attention of any­ 
one in particular, save that of Manager 
Tom Robinson. 
H e looked heavenward, 
when he chanced to see the crow circling 
over the diamond. 
Robinson was suspi­ 
cious.

It 
was impossible to defeat the Allas in such 
a game as this, but how is it th at the 
“ Pets” did not succeed in m aking a single 
run is a question which was not understood 
in this city last night. The gam e pro­ 
gressed until the nine innings were played, 
and each inning added another goose egg 
to (lie “ Pets’ ” score, and after each inning 
the zephyrs sighed, and the crow screeched, 
and the “ Black M ascott” at Alameda 
smiled to himself. 
Last night all was 
gloomy among the sports, and Fislier’s 
door was draped in m ourning, as was the 
sign of Grecnliood & Moran, on Eleventh 
street. 
Last night, as M anager Tom Rob­ 
inson slowly and silently stole to his room 
in the W estern Hotel, the last sounds which 
fell on his cars were the zephyrs sighing.

Sheehan, and intimated that the gentleman 
whom they should select would retain Mr. 
Sheehan as deputy. Mr. Ryan then placed 
in nomination J. T .Stafford. 
On roll call the Mayor voted for Mr. 
Sheehan and the two Republican members 
for Mr. Stafford, and he was declared 
elected. 
Mr. Stafford has for years been in the 
employ of Wells, Fargo & Co. in this city 
as a deliveryman. 
James Ward was awarded the contract 
for building a sidewalk at Sixteenth and G 
streets, extending north 80 feet, at 50 cents 
per lineal foot. 
Chief Engineer of the Waterworks filed 
his report lor the week ending September 
5th, which shows that 52,829.000 gallons of 
Sacramento straight had been appropriated 
by the city.

M o u n ta in P ea ks.—It was formerly sup­ 
posed that the lands along the rivers of 
California were the natural home and most 
favored locality for growing pears, espe­ 
cially the Bartlett variety. More recently’, 
however, it has developed that some of the 
very finest fruit produced in the State are 
the Bartlett pears grown high up in the 
mountains, notably at Grass Valley’ anil in 
that vicinity. These have been found 
of higher * and 
richer 
color, 
and 
the frnit to bear shipping far better 
than the same variety grown in the valley. 
Y'esterdav we had the pleasure of the in­ 
spection of a consignment of Bartlett pears 
shipped by G. U. Kinney from the "Monte 
Vista Ranch,” Dutch Flat, and they were 
of a most superior quality. It does not- 
seem possible for them to be excelled, 
either in color, size or flavor. It thus ap­ 
pears that the higher foothill and mountain 
region, at each point where Bartlett nears 
have been grown, proves singularly adapt­ 
ed to them, and in fact have there found 
the exact conditions required for their per­ 
fect growth and maturity. 
H ealth Officer's R eport foe August. 
The question, “ Where is the Health Of­ 
ficer?” was asked very' recently in a Sacra­ 
mento paper. The following report of 
that officer—Dr. F. L. Atkinson—for the 
month of August, just filed with the City 
Board of Health, is a most emphatic and 
satisfactory answer of the query pro­ 
pounded :* Number of nuisance cases ex­ 
amined in Chinatown during August, 51;

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third 3 of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Lleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
S ection 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United Sutes, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article end 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and ail 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be ami shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: mid, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled iu 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed», for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents >f this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
Lo the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten ot this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tweive o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in whbh it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and persou owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earning?, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, road bid, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such Cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during t he year

and declared by the wtaté Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this state, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by taxing: 
Piral- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—'The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within fchi* 
State and partly without this elate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’cs or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used iu making such earnings, l^ears to~*he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus a^ertaiued 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken ami deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads tor all purposes of assess­ 
ment aud taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this .State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tnc General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad i* 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city aud 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to nay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter. shall 
lie deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this Htate. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the 6«me as other prop 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same os other prop 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporation , joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business iu thia .State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner as “hall be prescribed by law. ' o Court 
within this Slate shall have power, by injunc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere w ith, hinder or 
driay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose irylbe same ye*ar. and then 
oulj upon payment to the Tax Collector, orintc 
Court, of a >um equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question;
